EW YORK, Sept. 12.— 
Accessory manufactur- 
ers have been engaged in ex- 
pansion of ‘their wholesale 
distribution facilities 
throughout the past year and 
a half, according to a survey 
just completed by the Motor 
and Accessory Manufactur- 
ers’ Association. 
These manufacturers generally 
have made additional wholesale con- 


nections in previously recognized 
jobbing centers and have also gone

Swampscott, Mass., Sept. 12.— 
“Gas knock,” “pinking,” or “de- 
tonation,” as it is variously 


called by combustion engineers, 
has come to be a serious problem 
to the fuel producer, according to 
G. B. Maxwell’and R. V. Wheeler 
of the department of fuel tech- 
nology at Sheffield University, 
Engiand. 

They were speakers at the Tues- 
day session of the American Chem- 
Society's four-day gonvention 
here, and discussed the problems of 
internal combustion engineering. 
“At present, there is a deadlock in 
the design of light, high-speed in- 
ternal combustion engines for au- 
tomobile and aircraft use,” they 
said. “The effect of increased com- 
bustion in increasing efficiency is 
realized. So is also the attendant 
evil, ‘pinking,’ to which increased 
initial compression may lead. De- 
signers are prepared to supply high 
compression engines if the com- 
mon run of motor fuels can be 
used in them.” 

“‘Pinking,’ ‘knocking’ or ‘detona- 
tion,’ as it is variously called, has 
come to be a serious problem to the 
fuel producer. Intensive research 
has led to improvements in the de- 
sign of engines, and the blending 
and ‘doping’ of fuels, is still not 
clear.”

Cleveland Car, Automotive Plants 


Cleveland, Sept. 12.—Due in 
considerable degree to extraordi- 
nary activity in automobile and 
automotive plants, manufacturing 
activity in August hit a high peak 
in Cleveland. 

Pay rolls showed sharp increases 
during the month, according to an- 
nouncement by Allard Smith, presi- 
dent of the Cleveland Chamber of 
Commerce. The jump was 15 per 
cent. from July and 18 per cent. 
from August, 1927. 

Other surveys indicate that manu- 
facturing activity was a record for 
all except war years. 

Accompanying the record activity 
appears to be a pending shortage of 
skilled help, according to B. C.

fact, commercial car retail business 
outside of the four key cities was 
proportionately far better than in 
metropolitan centers. 

In sales “to date” truck dealers 
labored under the handicap of a 
5,236 Ford loss, of which, however 
2,294 was made up in the seven 
months ending with July. Four of 
the seventeen cities, however, man- 
aged to uvercome the Ford handicap 
with “to date” gains.

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New Jersey's Experiment 


T the present moment the state of New Jersey is mak- 

ing an extremely interesting and helpful experiment 

in the development of traffic laws. The new traffic law in 

this state has just gone into effect and it embodies many ideas 

that have previously been considered on a merely theoretical 
basis. 

The new traffic law in New Jersey lifts the speed of 
motor vehicles in the open country from thirty to forty miles 
per hour. In cities the speed, except in school zones, has 
been increased from twelve to twenty miles. Right or left 
turns on the red light are forbidden. The most far-reaching 
change is the giving of pedestrians the right of way on the 
amber light, all vehicular traffic being halted during this 
period. The aim here is to end the age old battle between 
driver and walker over the right of way. 

Examining the law at this time, before it has had the 


test of considerable actual use, it seems to be simple in| 


eperation and dividing responsibility for care against acci- 
dent equally between driver and pedestrian. The only fault 
that we can find with the law is the retention of a set speed 
limit instead of the use of the Connecticut idea of removing 


such limit and making unsafe or careless driving the cause | 


for arrest or summons. 

William L. Dill, motor vehicie commissioner of 
New Jersey, is one of the foremost students of traffic 
conditions. This law is his newest contribution to traffic 
betterment and every state in the country will watch the 
progress of events in New Jersey with a great deal of 
interest. 


Barbarous Engineering 


N the modern motor car there is one unit that stands out 

from the rest of the mechanical fabric as an 1888 bustle 

would from a flapper’s evening gown. Need we say that 
this unit is the mechanical gearshift? 

We do not mean to intimate that modern gearshifts are 
not well built of materials that yield almost unbelievable 
service. Our feeling is that the gearshift is an extremely 
clumsy way of performing a necessary function. Not long 
ago we talked with an engineer of a leading motor vehicle 
manufacturer, whose car necessarily contained a mechanical 
gearset. ‘‘Barbarous engineering,” said he; “the rest of the 
mechanical units have left the gearset away behind. But I 
suppose some day we'll get to it and find a method of chang- 
ing speed on a parity with the rest of the car.” 

The truth is we have been too busy developing and refin- 
ing and beautifying parts of the car that are more obvious 
to the eye, to devote the effort needed to improvement of 
the speed changing device. 

And just by the way if some genius is looking for 
something to invent which will give him more money 
than he ever heard of in all his lite, let him present the 
automobile manufacturers with a simple, strong, effi- 
cient, speed-changing device, which will give unlimited 
speeds with the smooth certainty of a steam engine’s 
throttle. Let this device be easy and cheap to manufac- 
ture, with no difficulties in installation and there will] be 
a new millionaire engineer. Go to it, boys, and may he 
be a resident of the United States of America! 


Over in Ireland a few days ago they ran an interesting 
renewal of the Tourist Trophy race, which was a famous 
European classic in the fairly early days of autemotive his- 
tory. The contesting cars were all actually purchasable 
models, embodying the points in design and construction 


which the ordinary commercial preduct of the companies |

movement on foot to get Parliament to revamp an old law, 
so as to permit road races of this kind on English soil.

jobber or parts wholesaler are sold on a price in advance | 
or the flat rate method. The flat rate may include the labor | 


only or it may include labor,

The jobber in compiling his flat 
rates is confronted with a some- 
what different proposition than 
the dealer, who, servicing but one 
or two makes and having the as- 
sistance of the factory, is enabled 
to establish a flat rate on a safe 
"basis. Then, too, the price of the 
parts is universal; that is to say, 
the factory parts. 


The jobber services a very large 
aumber of units from different 
makes of chassis. The variable inde- 
sign and in the size of the com- 
ponents of the major units intro- 
duces a variable in the price of the 
replacement parts. Taking the re- 
conditioning of the cylinders, for 
example, it is the general practice 
of cylinder regrinders to charge 
more for a 5-inch diameter hole 
than one of 2%-inch diameter. This 
appears to be diametrically op- 
posite with the jobber who sets a 


price per hole regardless of the 
diameter, 
It has been suggested that the 


solution of the price problem is for 
the jobber to employ the flat rates 
in vogue among car dealers and 
use the various flat rate manuals, 
etc., as a basis of computation. An 
analysis of the greater mass of flat 
rate data shows that in so far as 
prices are concerned they are con- 
sumer, or that which the dealer! 
charges the car owner. Occasion- 
ally there will be published time 
figures. Certain car factories sup- 
ply their dealers figures dealing 
with time studies, but this informa- 
tion is not available to the jobber. 
And to be of practical use he would 
require the time figures on the 
various units he services. 

One oi the best flat-rate guides 


coming tv the attention of the 
writer lists thirty-five-odd engine 
operations, but the greater num- 


ber of these are tied in with a re- 
lated operation; that is to say, a 
large number of the steps in the} 
major work is labor essential to the 
preparation of the part, its installa- 
| ion and reassembly of the related 
components. To be more specific, 
certain engine operations involving 
new pistons, pins, rings, etc., in-| 
clude adjusting bearings, removing | 
carbon, grinding valves, tuning, etc. 
The flat-rate price covers these op- 
erations. The reason for this is 
that when an engine block requires | 
boring or grinding the bearings re- 
quire attention. 

Some of the flat-rate prices, 
even though consumer, can be 
helpful to the jobber provided he 
is familiar with mechanical opera- 
tions and can separate the opera- 
tion he is to perform from the 
mass. When it is considered that 
there are many makes and many

And it will be found that there is 
@ considerable variable in these 
compiled flat rates and due largely 
to the variable in design and other 
engineering features. For example 
an analysis of over 100 operations 
and involving twenty-odd makes of | 
well-known makes of cars and deal- | 
ing with the operation of removing 
and installing new valve guides 
with the cylinder head removed. 
The high rate with nine makes of 


four-cylinder cars is $9, the low 
$2.48, the average $5.50. The re- 
moval and installation of a full set 


of piston rings for the same engines 
is $10.20 high, $4.70 low and average 
$7.75. These prices include labor 
and material. 


| Variables by Design 


Taking an operation commonly 
performed by the jobber’s shop. the 
installation of one piston or pin with 
the rod removed from the bloc, we 
found that with ten popular makes | 
of four-cylinder cars the high is 
$1.40, low 75 cents and average $1.08 
The price for three makes is 75 
cents, $1 for two and $1.20 for two. 
These variables may be explained by 








design, size and cost of the piston 
or pin. 
In the compilation of the flat 


rates involving the price to the cus- 
tomer, the car owner, they are predi- 
cated on an hour cost which in- 
cludes the wage per hour for the 
mechanic, non-productive time, shop 
expense and other factors. To the 
cost is added the profit and the 
total of the two is the flat rate to 
the consumer. And in connection 
with the cost it is timely to remark 
here that the greater the overhead 
per hour the larger the price per 
hour, cost and consumer. 


Ail this discussion may appear to 
be elementary to the jobber, but the 


| fundamentals must be considered by 


him, as he is selling service on a flat 
rate basis. 


Not having conducted a service 
is without any 
real facts or figures dealing with 
the service operations he is to per- 


form. We do not believe he is 


| justified in accepting the established 


flat rates except as in such cases

The equipment 
essential for the work is simple 
and the operation really should be 
included where an engine job is 
performed. It takes but a few 
minutes to test the springs, check 
against the rate and, best of all, 
the test would sell a few more 
valve springs. 
‘ 


And when we come to think of 
it, how many jobbers’ shops are 
equipped with compressed air? A 
line piped from the compressor to 
the various workbenches is stand- 
ard practice in the large service sta- 
tions and the use of air sO common 
in service operations that listing 
them here would be superfluous. 
Not only will the jobber’s mechanic 
save much time, but what a won- 
derful demonstration of one of the 


uses of compressed air the equip- 
ment will afford to the small shop 
head who brings.in work.

The jobber might well add to the 
‘ngine job that of cleaning the bloc 
and giving it a coat of paint. It 
takes but little time to refinish the 
bloc and the cost in labor and ma- 
terial is small. The customer will 
appreciate receiving a painted bloc 
as will the car owner. If necessary 
a small charge could be made for 
the service. It might educate the 
dealers to the use of engine paint, 
which the jobber stocks.

None of the lists of the service 
operations checked by us show any 
inspection or renewal of valve 
guides, In an engine overhaul it is 
customary to ream and fit over- 
size valves (larger stems) or rebush 
and ream to standard size. A num- 


ber of car dealers allow fifteen 
minutes for the labor operation: 
that is, per valve guide. Why re- 


turn a block to a dealer when the 
guides need reconditioning?

To the above is generally added 
an administration expense that runs 
from 8 to 10 per cent. The rate of 
90 cents the hour for the mechanic 
is not high. Many are paid $1 the 
hour and some more. At the rate of 
90 cents the hour on an eight-hour, 
six-day week basis the mechanic re- 
ceives but $43.20. 

The hour rate of the jobbers’ shop | 
should be considerably less. There | 
will be no salaries for helpers, gen- 
erally speaking, for supervisors, in- 
spectors, shop foremen, service man- | 
ager, service salesman and much of | 
the usual administrative expense | 
will be eliminated. The overhead | 
ought to be considerably less, for 
only a small space is set off for the 
machine shop and the expense for

In connection with the Chevrolet 
rate where a distributor performs 
the operation of reaming and 
burnishing, the bloc being supplied 
stripped, the associate dealer is 
given a wholesale price of $3.75 or 
about 94 cents the hole.

There appears to be somewhat of 
a difference of opinion as to the 
time required to bore, ream or hone, 
according to data accumulated in 
our survey of this field. According 
to the literature of the Storm Manu- 
facturing Company, a six-cylinder 
bloc can be reconditioned easily in 
36 minutes. Another maker of en- 
gine rebuil@ing equipment states 
that the maximum time per hole is 
but 30 minutes. 

A maker of a cylinder reamer 
holds that fifteen minutes per hole 
is ample with his machine. The 
Hall Manufacturing Company states 
that a four-cylinder bloc, either in 
or out the chassis, requires an hour 


ior less, that some blocs are softer 


and require less time. It was also 
stated that in the Buick service 
stations in New York that many six- 
cylinder blocs are finished in thirty 
minutes to .005-inch oversize. It is 
also held that the average oversize 
is .005-incl, and that 90 per cent.

The matter of reconditioning the 
bloc, boring, grinding, reaming, hon- 
ing, etc., boils down to the type of 


|equipment employed in the jobber’s 


shop, the efficiency of the operator 
and the number of thousandths of 
an inch to be removed to care for 
the oversize piston.
